Mitchell Says 
"Haider Than 
In '49" 



, Hon. Humphrey Milchdl, Minis- 
ter of Labour, disclosed today that 
questionnaires had been forwarded 
to about 10,000 employers in Can- 
ada in an effort to uncover per 
manent Jobs openings for university 
Sraduatcs and temporary summer 
employment for undergraduates in 
the spring of 19S0. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that in all 
probability the university graduate 
would experience a little more dif- 
ficulty next spring in obtaining 
employment than in the spring of 
1940. In 1040 a backlog of openings 
was in existence. This bacldog does 
not exist to the same extent now 
but he stated that placement offi- 
ciais were optimistic regarding next 
year's classes due to the fact that 
■ great number of small firms had 
still to recruit university person- 
nel valuable to their enterprises. 
He urged the smaller firm, which 
might not receive a copy of the 
questionnaire, to bring their open- 
ings to the attention of tl>c Nation- 
al Employment Service as soon as 
possible. ^ ^ 

Mr. Mitchell slated that it was 
necessary lo undertake this cam- 
paign early since, although many 
war veteran students had already 
graduated, there would still be ex- 
ceptionaliy^jarge; classes In; 1950 
and 1051 due to the number of 
veterans talcing university training. 

Tlic Minister explained that the 
■ Job Involved several months' work, 
and that the full i>esources of the 
Department of Labour and the Na- 
tional Employment Service would 
be used to assist in filling employ- 
ers' requirements and finding posi- 
tions for the students. 

He stated that a large proportion 
' of the jobs needed would be turn- 
ed up by the questionnaire but 
these would be supplemented by 
the openings uncovered by the di- 
rect efforts of employer relations 
personnél of the National Employ- 
ment Service. At the prairie uni- 
verslties full lime N.E.S. offices arc 
operated on the campuses through- 
out the academic year, while at 
other universities the N.E.S. Liaison 
officers work in co-operation with 
university staffs to provide a 
liaison .service between students 
Slid employers. . '

The guest speaker of the eve- 
ning will be Mr. Avraham Harman, 
the Israel Consui-General to Can- 
ada. Mr. Harmani who is at pre- 
sent the Israel delegate at Lake 
Success, V has «: consented to return 
to Montreal and' address Hillel on 
the festive occasion. He will speak

The program includes group 
singing of the traditional Chanuk- 
ah songs, the kindling of the Chan- 
ukah Lights, the presentation by 
the Hillel Choir of a program of 
Israeli songs, and Mr. Harman's 
talk.

The festival of Chanukah is de- 
dicated to the memory of the great 
Hebrew leader Judah Maccabce.In 
the year 163 B.C. he repulsed a 
Syrian invasion of Palestine, and 
re-dedicated the Temple at Jeru- 
salem. 

The story Is told that when the 
victorious Hebrew warriors enter- 
ed the Temple lo rc-light the re- 
ligious lamps, they found only one 
day's supply of oil; yet this oil 
remained burinlng for eight days. 
Today, 'therefore, Jews throughout 
the world, commemorate the occa- 
sion of the victory and the miracle 
by lighting candles on eight succes- 
sive evenings. The word "Chanuk- 
ah" iiiclf means 'lights' or 'can- 
dles.' •

Cambridge, England— As long as 
Cambridge has been a University 
the undergraduates have lived in 
odd places. Tradition has built an 
aura of sentiment .around the stu- 
dent and he has ' been fondly as- 
sociated with garrets and cellars.

1010, and à Berto Memorial Fellow- 
ship, London, in 1020 and 1021. His 
post-graduate work was undertaken 
at Harvard University, EdinburgJi, 
London, Spain, France and Ger- 
many. 

From 1021 to 1026 Dr. Penfield 
was an associate professor in sur- 
gery at Columbia University, New 
York, and became- an assistant 
professor there from 1026 to. 1028. 
During that time he held the ppsl- 
tlon^ otvV^ssIsli^nt i surgeon ■ at 'the 
Now^Yorl^^eurologicai.. Institute, 
Neurological Vaiidérbilt Society, 
and Presbyterian Hospital. 

He became consultant neuro- 
surgeon to Royal Victoria and 
Montreal General Hospital in 1028 
and has held his present position 
since 1034. He also had service in 
both world wars. 

Some of Dr. Penficld's academic 
awards Include Fellowship from the 
Royal , Society of London, R.C.P.S 
(C), F.R.S.C., and R.C.S. England

Divorce Bill Threatens to 
Halt Manitoba Tarliameiit' 



Manitoba — Special) — After 
considerable sharp criticism of a 
divorce bill, the L.P.P. and CCF. 
members of the students' parlia 
ment of the University of Manitoba 
walked out of the final session re 
cently. This walkout threatened tn 
halt proceedings at 'the session, 
which was held in the Legislature 
Buildings, of the Manitoba .Gov 
ernment. The bill which caused the 
break in proceedings was iptroduc 
ed by the Liberals at the first sU 
ting and, at the second sitting, was 
passed 24-18,- 

Another bill dealing with a pro- 
posed tax .on . gambling and Jotter, 
les was: Introduced. Disciisslon on 
the; bill had been underway for 
half an hour, when Prime Minis- 
ter John Lament rose and con- 
tested the validity of the divorce 
bill. 

'During discussion of the bill,"' 
he declared, " a motion was in- 
troduced calling for the tabling of 
this bill. This motion was not voted 
upon, and the subsequent vote on 
the bill was therefore Invalid." Mr. 
Lament asked the speaker to. call 
for another vote from thé.' House. 

"TTiis is « dirèW''' violation of 
parliamentary procedure." charged 
Roland Penner, L.P.P, leader. Once 
a bill has been given final reading 
and passed It could not be called 
back for another vote, he said. 

Arthur Mauro, Progressive Con- 
servative Jeader, said the legisla- 
tion should never have been Intro- 
duced. ' .' 

(The bill advocated extending of 
grounds for divorce to. include in- 
sanity, desertion over a period of 
at least ■lilve years,, ani , physical 
cruelty.) 

Bill Goes Down 

David Brewer, Progressive Con- 
servative member, suggested, "the 
law should be accepted as approved 
earlier by the House." Speaker 



Bellan called for a re-^vote and 
when several members abstained 
from voting the bill was defeated 
by 16-15. 

"If this Is the way you treat 
the divorce bill," declared Mr. 
Penner, "why not go. back and 
vote again on every piece of leg- 
islation we have, passed during 
previous teisions?" 

Mr." Penner then led members of 
his party from the legislative cham- 
ber. He was followed by,, the four 
Independent members and all CCF. 
members; 

Following the walkout, the bud- 
get .was presented for final. read- 
ing and passed unanimously by the 
remaining members. After accus- 
ing the members who . left the 
chamber of "displaying' " a ' highly 
irresponsible manner of:- conduct." 
Prime Minister Lamont moved the 
session adjourn. 

. Members of l'île C.C.F., meeting 
in caucus alter the morning ses- 
sion, accused the Liberal .iparty of 
an "unprecedented actionr*. and of 
'acting strictly under political cx-i 
pediency." ; " ' 
. New Vote ' 
It was agreed all members would 
return to. the afternoon session. 
During the interim, Prime. Minister 
Lamont met with' his 'cabinet min- 
isters, and agreed that aii'érror had 
been made in requesting the house 
to v<Jte again on the bill.

U.S. Students 
Fail to Grasp 
World Policy 

Toronto, Ont.— (CUP)— The poli- 
tical idealism of the American stu- 
dents and 'their inability to per 
ceive clearly the problem which 
confronts both the United States 
and the United Nations were the 
main impressions received by stu 
dents of the University of Toronto, 
who attended the recent Interna 
tional Relations Clubs* Regional 
Conference, in Washington. 

On their visit to the United Na 
lions at Lake Success their im- 
pressions were supported by Sir 
Oliver Franks, British Ambassador 
to the United States, at an informal 
gathering duringj^the Washington 
trip. The Ambassador said, "the 
Job of an organization such as IRC 
is not to provide a solution to the 
problems existing but to find the 
problem. This the delegates can 
not seem to do." 

Staff Is Inlematlonal 
Sixty members of the IRC were 
takeiijon.a trip to Flushing Mea 
dows and 'Lake Success where the 
United Nations was sitting. First 
glimpse of the UN, the entrance to 
Flushing Meadows Is Indicative of 
the spirit of the organization in 
that one sees the flags of 50 natlo:is 
flying. The staff of the buildings 
is made up of many nationalities 
and thus furthers tlie feeling of a 
United Nations,' said one'student 

In addition to the feeling of uni- 
ty there Is direct communication 
with the homelands of each dele- 
gate by radio, television, and press. 
Every session of the UN is aided by 
simultaneous translation of the 
speeches into English, French, Rus- 
sian, Chinese,' and Spanish. These 
translations are aided by wire-re- 
cordings which are then mimeo- 
graplied and then distributed to 
the delegates for correction. 
Efficiency Makes Impresjion 
The members sat in on various 
committee meetings and the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The efficiency and 
the potential power of the United 
Nations for world, peace, made the 
greatest impression.

"Construction of the new Memor- 
ial Pool is proceeding right on 
schedule", assistant, superintendent 
Gerry Arsenault said yesterday. 

The steelwork is practically com- ^' 
pleted and looking south on Pins ; ' 
Street, it overhangs the thorough- 
fare like a giant skeleton. Thirty 
feet from the sidewalk, a catwalk 
is suspended which marks the up- I 
permost advance of the cove^'ing 
brickwork. 

The ground floor is being pre- 
pared for the equipping of the flU 
tratlon units. Above it arc the first 
and second floors which already 
have the concrete laid upon them. 
Water pipes for the drainage, sys- 
tem arc' now being attached. . ; 

Walking about the various , un- 
finished sections, one has constantly 
lo be on the alert, for drlpplngj 
water, muddy lakes and precarious- 
passageways. If is a scene typical 
of the current season but somewhat 
In contrast to the pleasant environ- 
ment of a swimming rendez- vous. -^^^ 

The catwalk, which lit in the.n3PI| 
ture of a lianging platform, pro- 
vides an advantageous position for 
observing the building operations. 
The cemented rectangle of the tank ■ 
can be seen encumbered with, ' ' 
broken timber, piles of dirt-en- 
crusted snow, and scattered mounds 
and depressions of ice and water. - 

By a slight effort, of the imagin- 
ation, one could also perceive the- 
clear greenish water, the smooth.. - 
gleaming tiles and rows of chc.cr- 
ing spectators where noV-'stands . 
only the litter-covered 6utline'-ot 
the pool, and the empty unadoirnéd .

Model Parliament Upholds 
BiU for MiKtary Training 



The Progressive-Conservatives 
will form the Government ilt the 
Model Parliament to be held in the 
Ballroom of the Union on Thurs- 
day, Dec 15, at 8 p.m. They will 
present a bill dealing with compul- 
sory military training in Canada. 

The text of the bill reads as fol- 
lows: "Whereas national . unity is 
best fostered by common service 
and Joint endeavour of all Can- 
adians. ' 

Whcrca? the security of Canada 
demands the presence of well- 
trained military reserves for im- 
mediate action if necessary. 

Whereas the present world situa- 
tion places Canada in a particular- 
ly precarious position. 

Be it therefore resolved that: 

1. Compulsory military train- 
ing be Instituted for all able- 
bodied male Canadians in the 
branch of service of their choice. 

2. That this service period last 
not less than twelve months for 
all able-bodied, Canadians to be 
coniplëtéd' during' the period be- 
tween the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-five. 

3. That part of this time be 
utilized for technical and profes- 
sional training for those recruits 
that , may desire it.

Amei lean Word is freedom, and in particular 
freedom of thought, speech and assembly. As- 
serting the dignity of man,' and of every man, 
America has proclaimed and protected the free- 
dom tn differ. Each man is supposed to think 
for himself. The sum of the thoughts of all is 
the wisdom of the community. Difference, dis- 
agreement, discussion decided by democratic 
proccuscs are required to bring out the best in 
the citizens. America has grown strong on crit- 
icism. It would be quite as consistent with the 
American way of life to offer prises for the most 
penetrating criticism of our country as it would 
be to offér prizes to those who have done the 
best job of advertising it. 

The heart of Americanism is independent 
thought. The cloak-and-stilctto work that is 
now going on will not merely mean that many 
persons will suffer for acts that they did not 
coniiuit, or for acts that were legal when com- 
mitted, or for no acts at all. Far worse is the 
end result, which will be that critics, even of the 
mildest sort, will be frightened intç silence. 
Stupidity and injustice will go unchallenged be- 
cause no one will dare to speak against them. 

To persecute people into conformity by the 
non-legal methods popular today is little better 
than doing it by purges and jiogroms. The 
dreadful unanimity^ of tribal self-adoration \vAS 
characteristic of the Nazi slate. It is scdulous- 
Jy; foèiercd in Russia. It is to the last degree 
lin-Anierican, 

Indipaidenl Thought 

American .education has not "been constructed 
on such un-American principles^ In general, 
the practice has been to givcUlc student the 
facts, to try to help him learn to think, and to 
urge him to reach his own conclusions. It is 
not surprising that the heart oT American edu- 
cation is the same as that of Americanism: it is 
indeiicndent thought. 

American education has not tried to produce 
indoctrinated automatons,, but individuals who 
can think, and who will think always for them- 
selves. The bnsic principle of American gov- 
ernment, and one that accounts for the import- 
ance of education in this country, is that if the 
tilizcns learn to think and if they will think for 
themselves, the Republic is secure. The -basic 
principle of the Russian dictatorship is that the 
people cannot think or cannot be trusted to 
think for themselves, ^miÊr- 

The American doctrine rèsts on'nhôMiroposi- 
tion that it is the. individual in himself ' that 
counts. It is not who his father was, or how 
itoueh money he has, or what his color or creed 
is, or what party he belongs to, or who his 
friends, are, but who and what is ht? So the 
test of the teacher is whether he is competent. 
The professional competence as a teacher is 
hardly a question on which lay bodies or even 
administrators or trustees, would wish to pass 
without the advice of persons professionally 
competent in the teacher'S;, field.

Delegates from more than 200 
colleges and universities in the 
eaitern United 'States and Canada 
will participate in the fourth an- 
nual Eastern College Science Con 
fcrcncc to be held at Barnard Col 
lege in New York City on Friday 
and Saturday, April 28 and 29, 
1050. 

The Conference is designed to 
promote a fret exchange ot scien- 
tific research and thought among 
undergraduates through the près 
entation ot student papers. The 
program will also include field 
trips, lectures by distinguished sci 
enlists, a student forum, and work 
ing demonstrations and exhibits by 
tho various science departments at 
Barnard. 

The eancer research and radio- 
logical laboratories at the College 
of Physitians and Surgeons will be 
inspected by the delegates, as well 
as the cyclotrons and laboratories 
used in the original Manhattan pro- 
ject.
